COMMERCIAL   STOCKS   OF   FATS   AND   OILS,    CURED   MEATS,  AND   SALT  FISH 
ON  JANUARY  1,  1919— SPECIAL  REPORT. 


This  issue  of  "Food  Surveys"  gives  detailed  information  with 
regard  to  commercial  stocks  of  fats  and  oils,  salted  and  cured  meats, 
and  salt  fish,  as  reported  in  the  General  Food  Survey  of  January  1, 
1919.  This  Survey  did  not  cover  stocks  in  the  hands  of  retail 
dealers. 

The  figures  given  in  this  report  for  total  stocks  on  January  1, 
1919,  include  quantities  in  transit,  which  quantities  are  also  shown 
separately  in  Table  3.  The  comparative  figures,  however,  include 
only  stocks  reported  as  on  hand  on  the  date  of  the  Survey.  The 
"Firms  reporting,"  as  shown  in  the  tables,  are  the  firms  which 
reported  actual  stocks  of  the  commodity  in  question. 

In  Table  1  is  presented  a  summary  of  the  United  States  totals 
for  the  commodities  making  up  this  group.  The  number  of  firms 
reporting  stocks  of  each  commodity  for  January  1,  1919,  and  the 
total  quantities  reported  are  shown  in  the  first  two  columns. 

The  total  quantities  of  the  several  commodities  on  hand  and  in 
transit,  as  reported  by  manufacturers,  storage  establishments,  and 
wholesale  dealers,  were  as  follows:  Lard,  115,507,422  pounds; 
lard  compounds  and  lard  substitutes  (excluding  purely  vegetable 
substitutes,  which  are  designated  "solid  vegetable  cooking  fats"), 
53,363,813  pounds;  solid  vegetable  cooking  fats,  43,695,567  pounds; 
oleo  stock,  oleo  oil,  and  edible  tallow,  33,410,286  pounds;  cotton- 
seed oil  (excluding  any  not  suitable  for  human  food),  37,439,514 
gallons;  olive  oil,  651,867  gallons;  peanut  oil,  2,701,598  gallons; 
corn  oil,  2,506,853  gallons;  salted  and  cured  beef,  99,495,438  pounds; 
cured  hams,  bacon,  and  shoulders,  443,628,844  pounds;  other  salted 
and  cured  pork,  200,616,061  pounds;  dried  fish,  including  dry-salted, 
smoked,  etc.,  33,653,273  pounds;  and  fish  in  brine,  62,208,112 
pounds. 

About  90  per  cent  of  the  firms  reporting  gave  information  for 
January  1,  1918,  as  well  as  for  January  1,  1919.  Comparative 
figures  for  these  dates,  based  on  the  returns  from  such  firms,  are 
given  in  the  latter  part  of  Table  1,  and  also  in  greater  detail  in 
Tables  2  and  6.  Tables  1  and  2  also  show  what  percentage  the 
1919  stocks  represented  of  the  stocks  held  by  the  same  firms  on 
January  1,  1918. 

The  stocks  of  lard  reported  for  January  1,  1919,  as  indicated  by 
the  figures  in  Table  1,  were  equal  to  135.6  per  cent  of  those  held 
by  the  same  firms  on  January  1  of  last  year,  or  35.6  per  cent  larger. 
The  stocks  of  lard  compounds  showed  a  corresponding  increase  of 


33.1  per  cent,  and  the  stocks  of  solid  vegetable  cooking  fats  an 
increase  of  73.4  per  cent.  The  holdings  of  oleo  stock,  oleo  oil,  and 
edible  tallow,  on  the  other  hand,  were  only  about  four-fifths  as 
large  on  January  1,  1919,  as  those  reported  for  a  year  earlier.

The  holdings  of  cottonseed  oil  reported  for  the  date  of  the  Survey 
were  almost  identical  with  the  holdings  of  the  preceding  year,  but 
the  1919  stocks  of  olive  oil  were  only  44.6  per  cent  of  the  1918 
holdings.  The  commercial  stocks  of  peanut  oil  reported  for  Janu- 
ary 1,  1919,  represented  an  increase  of  5.2  per  cent,  as  compared 
with  those  held  by  the  same  firms  a  year  earlier,  and  the  stocks 
of  corn  oil  showed  an  increase  of  65.7  per  cent. 
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The  three  kinds  of  salted  and  cured  meats  for  which  data  are 
here  presented  showed  increased  stocks  for  the  date  of.  the  Survey, 
as  follows:  Salted  and  cured  beef,  an  increase  of  69.2  per  cent; 
cured  hams,  bacon,  and  shoulders,  30.8  per  cent;  and  other  salted 
and  cured  pork,  6.5  per  cent.  The  current  stocks  of  dried  fish  were 
slightly  smaller  than  those  reported  for  January  1,  1918,  while  the 
stocks  of  fish  in  brine  showed  an  increase  of  37.6  per  cent. 

The  relation  between  the  stocks  of  each  commodity  reported  for 
January  1,  1919,  and  those  of  a  year  earlier  is  shown  graphically  in 
Diagrams  1,  2,  and  3.

Table  2  shows  the  stocks  reported  for  January  1,  1919,  by  each 
class  of  business  concerns,  together  with  comparative  figures  for 
1919  and  1918,  similar  to  those  given  in  Table  1  for  all  classes  of 
business  combined. 

The  class  of  business  designated  "meat  packers"  includes  a  small 
number  of  slaughtering  establishments  and  sausage  factories,  though 
the  bulk  of  the  stocks  were  reported  by  firms  doing  a  general  pack- 
ing business  or  by  the  sales  department  branches  of  these  concerns. 
By  reason  of  the  extent  to  which  these  sales  branches  handle 
commodities  not  usually  manufactured  by  meat  packers,  the  stocks 
of  certain  commodities  reported  by  this  class  of  business  have  been 
included  in  the  totals  shown  for  wholesale  dealers.  Examples  of 
such  commodities  which  appear  in  this  report  are  olive  oil,  dried 
fish,  and  fish  in  brine.

Of  the  115,507,422  pounds  of  lard  reported,  90,416,725  pounds, 
or  78.3  per  cent,  were  in  the  hands  of  the  meat  packers;  17,475,179 
pounds,  or  15.1  per  cent,  were  in  cold  storages  and  warehouses,  and 
only  5,252,945  pounds,  or  4.5  per  cent,  were  held  by  wholesale 
grocers  and  other  wholesale  dealers.  Of  the  total  stocks  of  lard 
compounds,  the  meat  packers  held  37.7  per  cent,  and  the  wholesale 
dealers,  35.0  per  cent;  and  of  solid  vegetable  cooking  fats,  the  whole- 
sale dealers  held  37.4  per  cent  and  the  meat  packers  only  12.9 
per  cent. 

Nearly  six-tenths  of  the  cottonseed  oil  reported  was  held  by  the 
oil  mills,  and  most  of  the  remainder  by  the  meat  packers.  Most 
of  the  olive  oil  used  in  the  United  States  is  imported,  rather  than 
of  domestic  manufacture;  hence  the  stocks  of  this  oil  reported  by 
the  mills  were  small,  while  the  holdings  of  the  warehouses  repre- 
sented considerably  more  than  one-half  the  total,  and  the  holdings 
of  the  wholesale  dealers  about  one-third.  The  meat  packers  re- 
ported about  four-sevenths  of  the  peanut  oil  and  the  oil  mills  more 
than  one-third.  Three-eighths  of  the  total  stocks  of  corn  oil  were 
reported  by  the  cornstarch  manufacturers. 

More  than  half  of  the  total  reported  stocks  of  salted  and  cured 
beef  was  in  warehouses  and  nearly  as  much  was  held  by  the  meat 
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packers,  only  2.6  per  cent  being  reported  by  the  several  classes  of 
wholesale  dealers.  Likewise,  out  of  a  total  of  443,628,844  pounds 
of  cured  hams,  bacon,  and  shoulders  reported,  only  8,925,933  pounds, 
or  2.0  per  cent,  were  in  the  hands  of  wholesale  dealers,  while  the 
meat  packers  held  93.4  per  cent;  and  of  the  total  stocks  of  other 
salted  and  cured  pork,  the  wholesale  dealers  reported  only  3.7  per 
cent,  while  the  packers  held  more  than  nine-tenths  of  the  total. 

More  than  six-tenths  of  the  stocks  of  dried  fish  and  nearly  one- 
third  of  the  fish  in  brine  were  reported  by  the  salt-fish  packers, 
while  the  wholesale  dealers  held,  respectively,  23.2  per  cent  and 
41.0  per  cent. 


Table  3  shows  the  quantity  of  each  commodity  reported  as  in 
transit  by  each  class  of  business.  The  figures  for  goods  in  transit 
were  obtained  under  the  following  instructions:  "Report  as  in 
transit  the  total  quantity  of  each  commodity  which  you  have 
recently  shipped  and  which  you  believe  had  not  been  delivered  to 
the  purchaser  or  consignee  before  the  close  of  business  on  January 
1,  1919."  These  quantities,  as  already  stated,  have  been  uniformly 
included  in  all  totals  shown  for  January  1,  1919.  If  it  is  desired  to 
ascertain,  for  any  purpose,  the  quantities  reported  as  on  hand  on 
the  date  of  the  Survey,  exclusive  of  goods  in  transit,  these  may 
be  found  by  subtracting  from  the  totals  shown  in  Table  1  or  Table  2 
the  quantities  in  transit,  as  given  in  Table  3.

Table  4  gives  the  total  stocks  reported  for  January  1,  1919,  by 
geographic  divisions  and  states.  The  stocks  of  lard  reported  by 
the  fifteen  most  important  states  are  shown  in  graphic  form  in 
Diagram  5;  the  stocks  of  cured  hams,  bacon,  and  shoulders  are 
presented  in  the  same  way  in  Diagram  6,  and  the  stocks  of  fish  in 
brine  in  Diagram  7.
